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PREFACE 


The  earliest  mention  of  the  Library  of  the  Honourable 
Society  of  Gray's  Inn  which  has  been  found  is  contained 
in  the  will  of  Robert  Chaloner,  dated  in  the  year  1555. 
Robert  Chaloner,  who  had  been  a  Reader  of  the  Society, 
made  a  bequest  in  the  words  following  : — 

"  I  will  that  all  my  bookes  of  lawe,  as  well  those  whiche  ar  at 
Torke  as  at  my  house,  also  all  those  whiche  be  at  London,  y£  theie 
can  be  conveied,  hadde,  or  caryed  by  any  meanes  to  Grauisin,  to 
my  cosin,  Eobert  Nowell,  and  then  xls.  in  moneye  to  be 
delyvered  unto  the  said  Eobert  Nowell,  to  th'  entent  thathemaie 
by  cheines  therwith  and  fasten  so  manye  of  them  in  the  Librarye 
at  G-rauisin  as  he  shall  thinke  convenyenfce  and  all  the  residue 
whiche  are  not  necessarye  for  the  said  Librarye  my  said  cosin 
Nowell  to  take  or  gyve  at  his  pleasure."  {See  Douthwaite's 
"  Gray's  Inn,  its  History  and  Associations,"  p.  175.) 

Many  books  in  the  Library  have  attached  to  their 
covers  the  iron  rings  by  which  they  were  secured,  but 
the  chains  purchased  by  Robert  Nowell  with  the  money 
bequeathed  to  him  to  "by  cheines"  have  not  been 
preserved.  There  were  so  few  law  books  published  in 
England  at  the  date  of  Chaloner's  will  that  it  was  not 
thought  necessary  to  have  a  Librarian  either  at  Gray's 
Inn  or  at  other  Inns  of  Court.  Recourse  was  had  to  the 
use  of  chains  by  all  the  Inns  ("  Lincoln's  Inn  Black 
Books,"  vol.  IL,  pp.  75,  301,  397;  "  Inner  Temple 
Records,"  vol.  II.,  pp.  xxxiii,  45;  "Middle  Temple 
Records,"  vol.  III.,  p.  1417),  a  clumsy  expedient  which 
did  not  answer  anywhere. 

When  the  Inner  Temple  Library  was  repaired  in  1553, 
it  was  found  necessary  to  close  up  a  door  into  a  chamber 
"for  the  safeguard"  of  the  books  that  should  be  there 
brought  and  laid  for  the  maintenance  and  learning  of 
the  laws  of  the  reahn  ( "  Inner  Temple  Records," 
vol  L,  p.  169). 


^  PREFACE. 

As  to  the  Middle  Temple,  Dugdale  says  ("  Origines 
Jiiridiciales,"  2nd  ed.,  p.  197)  :— 

"Tliey  rtlie  members  of  the  Middle  Temple]  now  have  no 
Library,  so  bat  they  cannot  attaine  to  the  knowledge  of  divers 
Wngs,  but  to  their  great  charges,  by  the  buying  of  such 
bookes,'as  they  lust  to  study.    They  bad  a  ^^^f^^;^;^;^^^ 
which  were  not  many  bookes  besides  the  Law  ;  and  that  Library 
I  meanes  that  it  stood  allwayes  open,  and  that  tbe  learners  had 
not  each  of  them  a  Key  unto  it,  it  was  at  the  last  robbed  and 
spoiled  of  all  the  bookes  in  it." 
The  Library  in  Gray's  Inn  was  exposed  to  the  like 
risks      But  this  backward  state   did  not  last  long. 
Bacon,  during  the  fifty  years  (1576-1626)  of  his  member, 
ship  of  Gray's  Inn,  and  Hale,  during  his  membership 
n  628-1676)  of  Lincoln's  Inn,  did  much  to  advance  the 
law  libraries.    This  may  be  inferred  from  the  Harleian 
MS.,  No.  5900  {circa  1707),  from  which  the  foUowmg 
extracts  are  taken  : — 

"An  accott  of  y^  several  Libraries  Publick  &  Private  in  &  about 
London  for  ye  satisfaction  of  y^  Curious,  whether  Natives  or 
Foreigners.

In  ye  Middle  Temple  is  a  considerable  Library  for  [sic] 
Common  and  Civil  Law,  English  Historians  &c.  Constant 
attendance  is  given  there  at  studying  hours.  Williams  Esq. 

is  ye  present  Librarian.  S'^  Creswell  Levings  (?  Levinz)  printed 
a  Catalogue  thereof  but  would  not  suffer  it  to  be  made  publick 
printing  but  a  very  few       he  gave  to  his  friends. 

In  164'5,  "before  the  Harleian  MS.  already  mentioned 
was  completed,  a  Library-keeper  had  been  appointed  for 
Gray's  Inn  Library.  On  May  14th,  1669,  he  was  ordered 
by  the  Masters  of  the  Bench  to  make  an  exact  catalogue 
of  the  said  Library  and  of  the  books  to  be  brought  in.  It  is 
not  known  what  was  done  under  this  order.  The  earliest 
catalogue  of  the  books  of  the  Society  in  existence  was 
compiled  in  pursuance  of  an  Order  of  Pension  of  May 
6th,  1689,  and  shows  that  the  Library  then  contained 
320  volumes. 

On  the  10th  of  February,  1725,  a  committee  of 
Masters  of  the  Bench  was  appointed  by  Order  of  Pension 
"  to  see  what  books  are  necessary  to  complete  the  Library 
as  to  all  law  books  and  to  provide  the  Library  with  such 
as  they  shall  see  wanting  or  necessary  to  complete  the 
same  as  aforesaid." 

Since  the  Pension  Order  of  1725,  more  than  20,000 
volumes  have  been  acquired  for  the  Library,  many  are 
being  added  from  month  to  month,  and  the  shelves  of 
the  Library  are  now  filled  with  a  multitude  of  writings 
which  no  man  can  master.  The  volumes  in  the  Libraries 
of  the  other  Inns  of  Court  have  increased  and  are  in- 
creasing proportionately,  and  there  is  the  risk  that  each 
Law  Library  may  become  in  part  a  mausoleum  of  calf-skin 
precedents.  When  there  was  not  more  than  one  work 
on  English  Law  for  every  hundred  now  published. 
Bacon  said  ( "  An  offer  to  King  James  of  a  Digest  to 
be  made  of  the  Laws  of  England  ")  : — 

"Now  for  the  Lawes  of  England,  (if  I  shall  speake  my 
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Opinion  of  them,  without  partiality,  either  to  ^J^/f'^^Z-'^ 
Country  )  for  th  Matter  and  Nature  of  them,  I  hold  them  Wise 
JuTt  ani  Moderate  Lawes :  They  g.e  to  God  they  give  to 
Cesar,  they  give  to  the  Subject,  what  appertameth.  ^s  t^ue, 
they  are  i  mixt,  as  our  Language,  compounded  of  British, 
Eoman  Saxon.  Danish,  Norman  Customes.  And  surely  as  our 
Language  is  thereby  so  much  the  riche.  ;   so  our  Lawes  are 

Likewise  by  that  Mixture,  the  more  compleat.  ^
